W A S H I N G T O N , Oct. 19.—The president 
to-day settled the long controversy over 
the appointment of a commissioner of 
pensions to succeed James Tanner, re- 
signed, by the appointment of General 
Green B. Eaum, of Illinois, ex-member 
of congress, and ex-commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue. 


The impression prevailed two days ago 
that ÄIi-. Poole, of New York, would be 
appointed. 
This impression was based 
on the hopeful expressions of Senator 
Hiscock, who is Mr. Poole's principal 
supporter, and who felt confident of his 
appointment. 


In none of the speculation about the 
successor to Commissioner Tanner, has 
the name of Mr. Baum figured promi- 
nently, until last night, and then the 
possibility of his appointment was dis- 
cussed by few persons. 
It was at one 
time suggested that Mr. Mason, the 
commissioner of internal revenue, might 
be transferred to the head of the pension 
office, and Mr. Raum succeed him as 
commissioner of internal revenue. 
Mr. 
Raum's appointment as commissioner of 
pensions, announced early this morning, 
came as a genuine surprise to most of 
those interested. 


Mr. 
Raum 
was 
born 
ii^ 
Go 1- 
conda. 111., Dec. 3, 1829. 
He ^as ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1853. 
In 1856 he 
removed with his family to Kansas, 
where he made himself obnoxious to 
the pro-slavery faction. 
The following 
year he returned to Illinois and located 
at Harrisburg. 
He entered the army as 
major of the Fifty-sixth Illinois regi- 
ment. He was made brigadier general of 
volunteers on Feb. 15, 1865, which com- 
mission he resigned May 6. 
In 1875 he 
obtained a charter for the Cairo and Vin- 
cinnes railroad company, of which he 
was the first president. 


He served in congress from March 4, 
1867, till March 3, 1869. 
In 1876 he 
was president of the Illinjjis Republican 
convention and in the sanie yeai' was a 
delegate to the national convention of 
the Republican party at Cincinnati. He 
was appointed commissioner of internal 
revenue August 2, 1876, and retained 
the office till May 31, 1883. 
During 
this period he collected $85,000,000, and 
disbursed $30,000.000 without loss. 
On 
his retirement from the internal revenue 
office General Raum began the practice 
of law in the District of Columbia which 
he lias continued until the present day. 


BAUM 
SWOKN IN. 


General Green B. Raum, of Illinois, 
the new commissioner of pension, took 
the oath of office as commissioner o^ 
pensions before Chief Clerk Dawson, of 
the interior department at 12 o'clock to- 
day. 
He was then officially introduced 
by Secretary Noble to the officials of that 
department. 
After some time spent in 
receiving the congratulations of friends, 
General Raum proceeded to the pension 
office accompanied by Assistant Secre- 
tary Bussey. 
He was introduced to the 
chiefs of divisions by General Bussey 
and 
Assistant Commissioner Smith. 
Ueneral Raum will assume charge Mon- 
day. 


TANNER'S OPINION OF 
BAUM. 
Ex-Commissioner Tanner was seen at 
his home in Georgetown by a reporter 
of the United Press within an hour af- 
ter the announcement of Gen. Raum's 
appointment. 
The 
ex-commissioner 
was in an exceedingly good humor, not- 
withstanding the publication of 
the 
Noble letter this morning. 
" I have 
nothing to say about that matter to- 
day," he said, "but I will probably pre- 
pare a statement in regard to it." When 
asked what he thought of his successor, 
he said: 


"1 think it is a splendid appoint- 
ment." 
Mr. Tanner's sentiment as to 
the fitness of the appointment, finds a 
general echo this morning. 
General 
Raum's administration of the affairs of 
the internal revenue office, earned for 
him high enconiums. 
He took charge 
of it just after the exposure of the 
whisky ring, when the office was in a 
disorganized 
condition and 
brought 
order out of chaos before he left it. 
He 
possesses all 
the 
executive 
ability 
necessary to cope with the difficulties of 
the position to which he has been ap- 
pointed. 


N O B L E ' S OPINION. 


Secretary Noble, speaking of the se- 
lection of General Raum said he had 
been chosen from a number of excellent 
men, and he thought he would make a 
commissioner satisfactory to the coun- 
try. 
He felt much relieved now that a 
commissioner of pensions has been se- 
lected by the president. 


Assistant SecretMy Bussey, who has 
immediate charge over pension matters, 
is well pleased with the selection of 
General Baum, and says he is certain 
he will so conduct the work of the pen- 
sion office BO as to give satisfaction to 
aU. 
I t Among the retired department of- 
fidals the fleleotion is well received j the 
only oritioism made beiog that Gen. 
Baun haa not in recent years been in 
a^repoHUm, 


that Deputy Commissioner Smith will 
either be allowed to resign or else be 
transferred to some other 
field. 
It 
seems to be accepted as a fact that he 
will not remain assistant commissioner 
of pensions. 


Secretary Noble when asked to-day 
whether Mr. Smith would be removed, 
said that as Gen. Eaum was now com- 
missioner of pensions, his desires in re- 
gard to who should assist him as deputy 
commissioner would have great weight. 
He would not say whether he himself 
contemplated any action in the prem- 
ises.

HUNDREDS OF LIVES LOST. 


Tlie Fearffol Work ot Tidal Wave« 
and Storms in Cliina 
and J a p a n . 


S A N F E A N C I S C O , 
Cal., Oct. 19.—The 
steamer City of Peking arrived last 
night from China and Japan. 
She 
brings an account of a tidal wave in 
which nearly 800 persons lost their 
lives and about 2,000 
houses were 
washed away. 


On September 11, the same day, Yok- 
ohomo was severely damaged by a 
typhon, and a rain storm set in at Haz- 
ugun and Achiken. 
By 2 cf'clock the 
sea had risen several feet above ordi- 
nary high tide, and just after nightfall, 
the waves moved to a great height, 
washing away the embankments and 
levelling the buildings near the sliore. 


Shortly afterward a wave fifteen feet 
higher than the highest of those that 
had preceeded it rolled in,- with a great 
roar, washing away the relmuining por- 
tions of the embankment, and carrying 
with it nearly all the houses of the 
Variouse along the beach. 
This was 
done so suddenly and unexpectedly that 
the inhabitants had not time to escape. 
All Okudo 
in 
Oquri-Sliinden, 
and 
the houses, twenty-three in number, 
were washed away, and out of ninety in- 
habitants, fifty-four lost their lives. 


At Jitsuroku Koyabou-Mura 
forty 
houses were washed away and about 
fifty out of a population of 250 were 
killed. 
At Ikuta-Mura 120 houses were 
washed away, about twenty broken up 
and about forty of the 
inhabitants 
killed. 
At Yoshida-Mura 350 out of 650 
houses were washed away and G28 of the 
population of 3,260 wore killed. 
At 
Toba-Mura, containing 220 houses and 
a population of 1,130, ten houses were 
broken up and ten persons licrishecl. 
In addition to those already enumerated 
369 bodies have been found, and there 
are yet 280 persons missing. 
The em- 
jjorer and empress have sent $1,500 and 
$500 respectfully for the relief of the suf- 
ferers.

A DEAD MONARCH. 


Tiie King: of Portuffal Lays Do%v-u 
tlie Scepter to Ifeatli's Com- 
niand—Skctcli 
of

L I S B O N , Oct. 19.—King Louis, of Por- 
tugal died to-day. 


He was bom Oct. 31, 1838, the son of 
the late Queen Maria II. and the late 
Prince Ferdinand, of Saxe-Coburg. His 
royal mother was the first sovereign of 
the line of Braganza to break through 
the custom, which had prevailed for two 
centuries, of keeping up alliance with 
the reigning house of Spain. Her union 
with Prince Ferdinand resulted in the 
beginning of the house of Braganza- 
Coburg, the first soverign of which 
v. as 
her son, Pedro V. at whoso death, in 
1861, Louis succeeded to the throne. 


The young king took to wife Pla, the 
youngest daughter of 
King 
Victor 
Enianuel, of Italy. 
They were married 
October 6, 18«)2, when the bridegroom 
was twenty-four years old and the bride 
only fifteen. From this union were born 
two sons, the ekh'r of whom, Prince 
Carlos, Duke of Bniganza, born in 
1863, is a cultivated man, who ably 
relieved his father of the irksome duties 
which kings have to perform. 
Prince 
Carlos married a daughter of the Count 
de Paris, the most formidable of pre- 
tenders to monarchical rule over France. 


King Louis has been a wise and liber- 
al king, toiling to estaV)lish freedom and 
education, and encouraging railroads 
and telegraphs. 


The death of King Louis occurred at 
11 o'clock, this morning. Crown Prince 
Carlos, Duke of Braganza, in succeeding 
to the throne, assumes the title of Car- 
los 1.

NEAK the town of "Warrensville, Penn., 
are four remarkable wells within a short 
ilistance of each other, on the summit 
of the mountain.

These wells have at times been 
explored for a distance of several hun- 
dred feet by means of rope radders let 
down from above, but the investigations 
gave no clue to the mystery of their 
formation. All efforts to ascertain their 
depth with plumbiines have failed, as 
the declivity at all points is not perpen- 
dicular. 
Loose rocks and stones drop- 
ped by persons from the ladders can be 
heard echoing and splashing at vast dis- 
tances below, with sounds that seem to 
come from thousands of feet under the 
Burface of the ground. 


A CAiiLEB at the office of Dr. F. M. 
Wilson, of Bridgeport Conn., one morn- 
ing recently, was Mr. Julian H. Sterling, 
artist, journalist, and official draughts- 
man of the Housatonic Eailroad sj^stem. 
His mission was to consult the doctor 
about one of his eyes, which had been 
paining him intensely for an hour or 
two previous.

fully retained.

also obtained a full view of the eye that 
was resting on his cheek. 
The cocaine 


caused a dilation of the puijil to n^rly 
twice its nataral size, and this condition 
lemained for some time after the oper- 
ation.

The goose bone is accepted by 
many Windham county people as a bet- 
ter authority than Wiggins, or De Voe, 
or even old David A. Daboll, the Con- 
necticut almanac maker. In many farm- 
houses it will be found hanging in the 
hall, where it is frequently examined. 
The true prophetic bone, it is said, can 
only be obtained from a goose that has 
a trace of wild blood, and that was 
hatched out in the Spring. 
A bone 
taken from a goose hatched in May by 
Mr. Stillman shows a row of dots around 
the keel of it indicating the probable 
temperature. 
The darker these spots

He failed to 
get out all the poison before it had taken 
effect, and the boy died about an hour 
before his father.

A volley of shot was sent clattering

Causes of Bathing Accidents.. 


In summing up the causes for so 
many bathing accidents, a writer in 
the Analijsit 
concludes that most of 
them are mainly or entii-ely personal, 
and so far preventable. 
Chief among 
these is cramp, 
To a large extent this 
is practically identical with fatigue, for 
it is not the fresh and vigorous muscle 
which most readily passes into spasm. 
It is that which is wearied with over- 
action, in which effete products are in 
excess, 
nutrition 
consequently im- 
paired, all molecular changes languid ; 
where, finally, the movement of cou- 
traction, once initiated, gives way but 
slowly, an^d tends to linger and becomes 
tetanic. 


The numbing influence of cold is an- 
other well-known obstacle to muscular 
activity, and for this reason it is not, 
as a rule, advisable to remain more 
than a few minutes in the water. Mal- 
nutrition of muscles is a factor which 
ought not to be forgotten. 
It supplies 
a reason while bathing very soon after 
a meal is not advisable, much of the 
blood rcv'iuired for muscular exertion 
being then diverted to the digestive 
organs. 
So likewise must it impose a 
check upon the rashness of those, adult 
and youth alike, who, after a period of 
town life, with little physical exercise, 
find themselves at the coast, and insist 
on trying whether with jaded energies 
they cannot safely accomplish feats of 
swimming.

M]SN*S FASHIONS FOR AUTUMN AXD 
-WINTEK. 


The Xiatest Styles in Coats, Pants, Vests, 
Etc.—The Double-Breasted Coat WiU 
Hold Sway—A Handsome Biding Cos- 
tume—Other Fashion Fads. 


HE most of men aro 
said to shudder at the 
thought of singly and 
•alone 
selecting 
the 
clothes they wear, says 
a writer in the Chica- 
go Ti}nes. 
They con- 
sult their friends about 
it, hear what 
t h e i r 
wives or stylish sisters 
have to say, study the 
f a s h i o n plates, and 
finally, when the next 
logical step would be 
the calling in of the police, rush off pell- 
mell to the tailor and foliow his directions 
as meekly as a pampered poodle follows its 
mistress. 


That is why so many men are thought to 
be ambitious to make the clothes of the na- 
tion. let who will for- 
mulate the laws, and 
why so many others 
are imbued with the 
conviction that tail- 
ors are the mightiest 
of mortals, after kings 
and coachmen. Great 
indeed will be 
the 
sway of the tailor this 
fall. 
He 
will have 
things 
pretty much 
his own way. "because 
the new styles 
are 
abundant and some 
of them so intricate 
and novel that your 
ordinary citizen will 
be puzzled to know 
w h e t h e r they are 
meant for him or per- 
t a i n by special ap- 
p o i n t m e n t t o the 
dudes of the earth. 
TUike, for instance, 
the n e w 
d o u b l e - 
breasted sack suit. It 
be made, as a 
e r a l t h i n g , of 
cheviots in large plaid 
patterns, the

SACK. 
the same piece. Only 


young men should wear it, those of plump 
ligure preferred, but the tailors say the 
middle-aged and OA-en elderly men of a 
fashionable turn will take to it very kindly. 


The coat is somewhat longer than the 
sinsle-breasted sack, and tne shoulder s are 
wide and masculine. 
Just the least wliis- 
per of a curve is noticeable in the side 
seams of the coat. The collar rolls full, the 
upper buttonhole being at least 
seven 
mches below the too of the lapel. 
The 
corners of the coat roll away and are lost 
in asharfrounding in the vicinity of the 
trousers pockets. All the coat pockets are 
provided with flaps. The vest is single- 
breasied with a good-sized openine. and 
the trousers may De worn either wide or 
of medium cut. as best suits the figure of 
the wearer.

dressy. Various sorts 
of soft material are 
used 
for the coat, 
notably

worsteds. Tne lapels 
of the coat, vrhich are 
peaked, 
are 
about 
two 
a n d 
ono-half 
inches wide, and the 
color is a mite Wlfler 
than that of an or- 
dinary business coat. 
As to the appearance 
of 
the garment in 
front, it is not unlike 
the Prince Albert, ex- 
cept that the corners 
are cut away sharply 
from the lower but- 
ton to a point over- 
lapping the seam of 
the trousers. 
W i t h 
t h e double-breasted 
cutaway the fashion- 
able fancy winter vest is the proper caper, 
the color to be determined by the law of 
contrast as existing between the color of 
the coat and that of the trousers. For the 
latter a line shepherd's plaid is most favor- 
ed. There are mixtures of gray, however, 
and delicate stripes which are considered 
very beautiful, and will in all probability 
become popular. It is not essential that 
the trousers be wide, and not a few contend 
that medium widths will

rather than the exception. The coat is to 
be worn buttoned, and if the trousers are 
too full the effect can hardlv bo otherwise 
than incongruous.

The trousers should 
be rather less in dimension than the aver- 
ase, and should be finished with plain side 
seams. The vest should be of the same 
material as the frock coat, with an opening 
of fourteen or fifteen inches and notched 
collar. 


For late fall and winter the straight flv- 
front overcoat in heavy beaver, chinchilla,

The covert top-coat Is on deck again this 
season and will be more in favor than evexv

Although 
intended wholly for a 
riding coat, the co- 
vert will be worn on 
the streets and even 
to church by a vast* 
number of compara- 
tive swells who evi- 
dently fail to realize 
that they are not in 
good form. The coat 
Is to be worn but- 
toned, and the but- 
tons are two and one 
half inches from the 
edge. The roll is about 
five inches and quite 
large. The end of the 
collar is an inch and a 
half in width and the 
lapels an inch 
and 
three-quarters. 
The 
swell material for the 
covert coat is on the 
order of light melton 
or light gray, with a

moderately hard finish. Great latitude is 
permitted in the selection of trousers to go 
with it, but it is calculated that stripes will 
be most used.

trStE PERILOUS LIFE OF A BAIUtOAD 
SWITCHMAN. 


Employes Whose Iiives Are Daily in Dan- 
l- ®«r—Stoi^es About the Boys Who Svrins 
I^anterns — The Signal System — Many 
Crippled Veterans. 


HE soldier who, "to drum- 
. b e a t 
a n d 
h e a r t - b e a t , " 
[marches away with his com- 
'rades to engage in battle for 
his country, and "those who 
go down to the sea in ships 
and do business iipon great 
wafers," are 
popularly 
re- 
garded as being engaged in 
•fs' 
the most hazardous of 
all 
human occupations. 
Yet only a small 
proportion of the former class lose their 
iiTes or limbs upon the field of 
wars, 
W^hile, to judge from the endless series of 
fish, storm, wreck, serj^ent, and other 
nautical yarns spun by retired ancient 
mariners, not a large percentage of sailors 
lose their lives through the perils of the 
sea. 


The soldier, in the midst of the roar 
and smoke of battle, and the seaman, 
creeping out upon an icy yard to reef a 
sail that is flapping above the booming 
waters, no more literally take their lives 
in their hands than do the thousands of 
cool-headed, fearless men who operate

the vast systems of railroads which, like 
a net, spread over our broad country. 


Most people would no doubt decide 
that of the latter and numerous class 
those subjected to the greatest perils are 
the engineer, stoker—the entire crew, in 
fact—of the limited exjiress, as with a 
roar and a swish it dashes on over 
bridges, under arches, in its long journey 
across half the mighty continent. 


Yet this judgment would be incorrect. 
The railroaders subjected to the greatest 
dangers, and who most frequently lose 
their lives and limbfe, are undoubtedly the 
switchmen. 


Of these the general public has little 
knowledge. 
"NVe all see the keen-eyed 
engineer, with his hand upon the steel 
bar which serves as a rein to control the 
"iron horse," the fireman shoveling coal, 
the conductor making signals, and the 
brakeman turning the circle which sets 
or releases the clamps that retard the 
movements of the wheels; but few of us 
know anthing of the men who transfer 
cars from track to track and from yard to 
yard; who break up incoming trains, and 
who, from many sources, make up others 
to go out again in their stead. 


As everybody (with the possible excep- 
tion of the New-Yorkers, who are strug- 
gling for the "World's Fair) well knows, 
Chicago, the terminal point of more than 
a score of trunk lines, is the greatest 
railroad center on the globe. More trains 
being there received and dispatched than 
elsewhere, it becomes the best possible 
place to study the switchman at his 
task. 


To select the best hotel in Chicago, the 
finest store, the largest grain elevator, or 
the most imposing building, is an under- 
taking few would care to essay. 
The 
same difficulty would confront one who 
desired to point out the leading railroad 
switching yards. 
Many of t em are on

SO vast a scale as to leave the critic in 
grave fear of making an error if he desig- 
nated any one of them in p ..rticular. 
At 
the same time he would hazard nothing 
in pronouncing those of the 
Chicago, 
Milwaukee, and St. Paul Eailway to be 
quite the equal of any and ali others. 


At Western avenue, three miles back 
from the lake, a great viaduct crosses 
the tracks of the Korthwestern and St. 
Paul Koads. 
Here, as evening closes in 
and the work of making up the trains for 
the next day begins, an animated scene 
may be witnessed. 


The trails left by light-hearted chil- 
eren sporting in the'first snow of winter 
would seem scarcely more confused than 
do those lines of intersecting steel rails, 
which from the viaduct stretch out for 
two miles and more to the westward. 


Here, at seven o'clock, the hour when 
the night gangs of switchmen go on duty, 
and the heavy work begins, half a score 
and more of huge engines may be seen, 
while at the round-house nearly as many 
more are making ready to do their sh are 
in the labors of the night. 


The scene from the viaduct is at once 
imposing and fascinating.

"The army swore terribly in Flanders," 
says Uncle Toby in the novel; and in 
this regard, as well as in facing death at 
the call of duty, the switchman may be 
compared to the soldier. 
Indeed 
the 
latter must have been well instructed in 
the "profane languages," and that under 
the direction of a real master, to. be rated 
with the individual who swings the lan- 
tern, sets the brakes, and throws the 
switches in one 
of 
Chicago's 
great 
switching yards. 
This will be noticed at 
once, but, as the provocation often seems 
great, the profanity almost a matter of 
course, and really adding emphasis to 
orders and force to warnings and signals 
of danger, the visitor soon ceases tff re- 
gard it as intended wickedness and ac- 
cepts it as a necessary adjunct of the 
business. 


The first, and, after everything has 
been examined, me greatest, wonder to 
be seen there is the excellent system that 
prevails and the wonderful order brought 
out of the seeming "Chinese puzzle' of 
mingled 
tracks, 
frogs, and switches. 
Bells are clanging in half a dozen differ- 
ent keys, and locomotives with from one 
to twenty cars are crossing each other's 
tracks in a manner that would seem to 
insure the destruction of some of them. 


That collisions occur but seldom is 
chargeable to the knowledge possessed 
bj' the members of the different switching 
crews, and the watchfulness exercised by 
them. 
The gentle lady who causes sweet 
music to issue from the j^auoforte under- 
stands the black nnd whffe rows of ivory 
which constitute the key-board of that 


a* a mother manages her child, and mora 
so than some of them, it may be. 


With the greatest possible care acci- 
dénts are of frequent occurrence. 
Cars 
are sometimes demolished, or sO badly 
injured as to render a trip to the repair 
shops a necessity. 
By the "rip" is meant 
the repair yards, where slight disabili- 
ties, such as the loss of a "lung," are re- 
paired. 
When the draw-bar by means of 
which cars are coupled together is pulled 
loose, the situation is described by the 
expressive words, "lung out," to which is 
generally added the bit of profanity most 
appropriate to the situation. A "lungless" 
car is as useless as a wagon without a 
whifSetree to which the horse should be 
attached. 


Chicago railroads demand more of their 
switchmen than do those of any other 
city in the world. This is due to the hun- 
dreds of miles of track, far surpassing 
that of 
any other city, with all 
of 
which he must be familiar. 
A single 
trip 
frequently takes a crew to half- 
a-dozen 
yards 
filled 
with 
locomo- 
tives 
and moving 
trains. 
They must 
not only understand the different signals 
in use, but be familiar with all the time 
tables as well. 
A 
seemingly trifling 
blunder may destroy much property and 
take away numbers of lives. 
No very 
disastrous accident has ever pccun-ed in 
any of the Chicago ya-rds, which fact is 
in itself a high encomium on the fidelity-

wonderful instrument, and the combina- 
tion of harmouious chords that may be 
produced 
therefrom, no 
better 
than 
the 
roughly dressed, profane-speaking 
switchman does every inch of his yard, 
every avenue of 
communication from 
point to point, the speediest 
possible 
method of transferring a car, and the 
entire code of signals which reduces ac- 
cidents to a minimum. 


Unfortunately there is no 
universal 
system of lights and signals, though with 
but few exceptions the various roads of 
the country use the code adopted by the 
convention of freight managers held in 
the city of Philadeljjhia a few years ago. 
Before that time each road had its own 
code, which added to the 
switc-hman's 
care and danger, since a crew from one 
yard must often invade others, and must 
tboroxtghly understand the different sys- 
tems and the points at which they change. 


The Philadelphia code has 'bettered 
things and largely reduced the list of ac- 
cidents, but matters in that direction can 
be still furtner improved, and no doubt 
this will be brought about at no very far 
distant time. It surely will be if the men 
who do the actual work in the yards ever 
come to decide the matter. 
As it is, the 
switchman is not completely educated in 
the knowledge of his craft until he knows 
the meaning of every signal light in each 
and every one of the numerous Chicago 


about a horrible death. 
Long familiarity 
with danger produces lack of caution', 
and the oldest and most experienced men 
often lose their lives or limbs through 
sheer thoughtlessness. 
Few switchmen 
serve many years without losing some

yards. 
One light only has a universal 
meaning. 
Eed is everywhere the signal 
of danger. Some systems display a green 
light to indicate that the road' is clear, 
while others use the same color as an 
evidence that extra caution must be exer- 
cised. 


Amid the din and clatter of a switch- 
ing-yard the human voice cannot be re- 
lied upon, and the lantern takes its place. 
With this simple instrument conversation 
is carried on without words or ears, and 
with singular freedom from the errors of 
articulate speech. 
Swinging the lantern 
above the head is termed the "high ball" 
signal, and signifies to go ahead, and that 
in a huiTy. 
To stop the train the reverse 
signal is given, the lantern is swang across 
the track in the lower half of the circle. 
When the engineer sees the light held in 
a high and stationary position he under- 
stands that he is backing up against a 
train and must use caution and go slow. 
A slight movement of the lantern up and 
down means "come ahead easy." 
Tnis is 
resorted to when a car-length separaties 
the car to be coupled. 
All trades have 
their peculiarities, and in the parlance of 
the switchman, "a car length" means a 
space of about one hundred feet, or more 
than three times the actual length of a 
car. 


A switching crew is comprised of three 
men, of which one of them, the foreman, 
has general charge and keeps a lookout, 
lending a hand to the work as necessity 
compels. 
Of the remaining two, 
one 
throws the switches while the other per- 
forms the dangerona task of "cutting off* 
cars and shaking cooplingi. 
A crew does 
doable dvty; It "breaks np" traina and 
aenda can to tha different "in^tteigbt" 
yaidf wheie they Mre imloekad, and ulao 
fatlr«» together and"i^akoa up" traisa to 
iMitlad ont of tha city..

member, a finger at least, and 'the hands 
of many of them present a decidealy 
crippled appearance. 


At a great many of the railway cross- 
ings in Chicago flagmen are stationed to 
warn people of the approach of trains or 
locomotives. 
Of thesie, 
who 
number 
more than 500, the great majority have 
once been switchmen, and nearly all of 
them are crippled in some way. 
Many 
stump about with a wooden leg, while a 
still larger number have but the one hand 
with which they wave the cautionary 
signal flag. The ex-switchman who has 
survived the shock of an accident to be- 
come a flagman at a crossing can rival a 
sailor in spinning yarns, and the little 
box of a shanty where he makes his head- 
quarters while on duty is seldom without 
a fair quota of admiring auditors. 
It is 
here, indeed, that many boys get the taste 
for "railroading" which iakes them, at 
far too early an age, away from a com- 
fortable home and the influence of a good 
mother. 


Like all railroad men, the switchman is 
a good liver, not disposed to be quarrel- 
some, ^and a hale fellow when not on 
duty. 


They are organized into what is known 
as the Switchmen's Mutual Aid Associa- 
tion, which is at present one of the most 
powerful and best managed trade unions 
in America. 
In times of strikes it is a 
potent power.

T is too tme, O man 
and brother, that this 
planet 
upon which 
we live is a rough and 
imperfect place, at 
tlie best ; yet it seems 
a little unfair to hold 
lis resiMjnsible f o r 
many of those ills 
which could easily be 
avoided, and which 
you bring upon your- 
selves* in a majority 
of cases. 
Yet still 
yon,discourse eloquently upon the same 
old theme, writing "poems" (thus styled 
for courtesy's sake) whose burden is 
a\'er our faithlessness, preaching ser- 
mons at us, a la John Knox, and fill- 
ing your newspai^ers with funny para- 
graphs aimed at us as typical mothers- 
in-law, widows and old maids. 


And yet, and yet, how seldom we 
"hit back," althoivgh to what purpose 
we could, did net the very transpar- 
ency of your follies and foibles touch 
our compassionate hearts with a kind 
of sublime and generous pity—a large- 
mindedness characteristic of the true 
woman.

this, which will prove the key to pow- 
er, to honors, to luxury, to all thai can 
make life valuable and 
significant, 
Avould prove valueless to this good 
heart unless shared with another—with 
his companion and friend. 
Accord- 
ingly, we can imagine him urging his 
friend to go with him to where the 
treasures lie, and share equally in this 
bewildering and unexpected wealth. 
The other, probably less enterprising, 
or more prudent about his persona;! 
safety, demurs a little at first, reflect- 
ing upon the axiom, "Nothing venture, 
nothing gain." 


Now let us suppose them discovered 
'by the ruler of the country while in 
the act of carrying away the diamonds. 
Captiired, on trial for their lives, the 
original finder of the mine hangs his 
head despondently, makes little or no 
,defense. 
On the other hand, how- 
iever, is his companion, who would have 
>been equal sharer in all the benefits of 
the enterprise, had it proved success- 
ful ; this recreant friend cries out, 
"Take his life, O chief, but spare me, 
;for I was guileless, innocent, lintil he

Let your vengeance fall

Our hyi>othetical hero would un- 
idoubtedly be so overcome at this exhi- 
bition of human perfidy as to decline 
even expostulation against his fate, 


id request o:^ly jjermission to die as 
soon and as easily as jjossible. In simi- 
lar fashion, no doubt, the shock to poor 
Eve's nerves was so great, when she 
ifound the mate whom she had so idol- 
ized a paltry coward and weak pre- 
;varicator, that the effect of it has de- 
; scended clear down to the present day, 
•and is the reason why women have 
never had the nerve to stand uj) for 
themselves. 
Hence the saying that 
heads our little jirotest. 
Yet may it 
!not be that our stoical reticence is 
one of those virtues which, carried 
to extremes, 
become, in 
effect at 
least, a grave fault ?—this delicate si- 
lence, so natural to the woman of 
deepest feelings and finest sensibili 
ties. 
Almost the last thing a w^oman

Different Nations Give to the Guardian o 
the Peace Peculiar Emblems and. Pe- 
culiar Metliods—Bill's Varied 
Experi- 
ences While Under Airrest. 


WOULD very much 
like, witu the read- 
er's permission, to 
draw a few compar- 
isons between the 
average policemen 
of New York, Paris, 
and London, writes 
Bill Nye in the Chi- 
eago Herald. 
The 
native - born 
New 
Y o r k D 01 i eeman 
says: "1 don't care 
a danc who makes 
the laz of me coun- 
try, so that I kin 
knack aff the nawz 
av the men 
that 
wiolates them." 
He is proud of the position. He wo,uId 
ratlier be'the proud guardian of a oeat than 
to be a foreign minister with a foreign con- 
gregation and only two donations per year. 
He also wears good-fttting clothes and is 
proud of his job. The American policeman, 
though at times the victim of insomnia, 
is the best-looking specimen of manhood. 
I think, of the three. I do not say this in 
prder to stand well with tbe police of my 
pwn country alone, for I find that I am 
about as likely to be arrested in one country 
!as another, but truth and justice demand 
that I should say honestly that the police 
of our own country stand at the head of 
their profession, als'o at the head of their 
actim, and look better by a large percent- 
age. This is especially "true of our more 
thoroughly American policemen from Ger- 
many and Ireland. 


Different nations give to the policeman 
peculiar emblems un'd peculiar methods. 
The New York copper carries a club which 
gets heavier as the sun goes down. 
The 
French policeman carries a short stab 
knife, with which he is supposed to neatly 
scoop out the Seth Thomas works of those 
who resist him. but I am told that there is 
no sword in the tin scabbard, only a dum- 
my handle for style—just as B. "Wall used 
to carry seven or eight different colored 
silk umbrella covers in which he would in- 
sert his cane from time to time, thus ap- 
parently wearing an umbrella for each hour 
of tho day at a great reduction of expense. 


The London policeman carries a mys- 
terious weapon which it took me all of one 
forenoon to fully understand the principle 
of. But I found out after a while. It was a 
long, black, shiny cylinder, hanging at the 
side and looking 
like a little 
juvenile 
cannon without a breech. Finally I got so 
curious I gave a large, corned-beef police- 
man thrippence to tell me about it. 
He 
then unrolled the gun and I saw that it was 
a kind of mackintosh made of oilcloth to be 
worn when it rains, which it sometimes 
does in London, especially during what is 
c«lled the rainy season. 


The English policeman regards his office 
with a peculiar veneration, exceeded only 
Iry tho awe with which he regards himself. 
His jaw is kept in place by a strong, black 
shiny strap which passes under the chin 
and prevents the mouth from falling open 
in such away as to admit flies or other in- 
sects. The London policeman rarely speaks 
to any one. but the silent way in which he 
controls the carriages, cabs and pedestri- 
ans. compelling 
nervous 
Americans 
to 
"keep to the left." when they have always 
been in the habit of keeping to the right, 
challenges the admiration of the civilized 
world and awakens a feeling of profound 
admiration even in the calm and padded 
bosomlof the policeman himself. 


And yet tMs same man is in a degree 
corrupt." Witn a shilling one may blunt the 
moral sense of a whole squad. 
With a six- 
pence you may select the style of indignity 
which you would like to present to one of 
them, not for the intrinsic value but as a 
mark of esteem. 


I was at the opening of the trial of Mrs. 
Maybriek in Liverpool. The police guaraed 
tbe entrance to the ijreat court liouse where 
the pure juice of justice was so soon to be 
squeezed from tho ripe knowledge of an 
averasre jury instructed by a peculiar judge.

jury myself, but 
was 
unsuccessful. 
I 
could not conceal my intelligence, and so 
otner men were chosen. If I kad been on 
the jury I would have been there yet. I 
think. As I understood the case, it was a 
trial on the charge of willful negligence or 
adultery. If I am the wife of a man who 
eats arsenic between meals for twenty 
5'ears and at the end of that time I find that 
he fails to get up for his breakfast, having 
during the night ascended the flume, and I 
am arrested, and though it is not proved at 
all that I gave him the arsenic, it is shown 
that four years ago I neglected to pay my 
gas bill or wrote a poem on spring, am I to 
be hung for murder or scared to death in 
my cell, and then given a life sentence? 
I 
trust not. 


But I was speaking of the police. I notice 
this difference between the methods of po- 
licemen in the countries named. 
When ar- 
rested in London I was taken in the tender 
spot just above the elbow. In Paris the gen 
d'arme took me politely as one would take 
the arm of a lady who had threatened to be 
a sister to him. In New York the first time 
I was arrested, if I am not mistaken, the 
policeman took me by the rear of the coat 
collar and by a dexterous twist of the 
wrist asphyxiated me in a few moments 
so that I could see the heavens roll to- 
gether like a scroll. I lost consciousness 
for a little timeu and all was a blank. If 
I .had not accidentally caught a reviving 
whiff of the policeman's breath I guess I 
would not have been resuscitated at all. 


The Parisian. policeman, I must say, is 
Inferior in his general appearance. 
So is 
the average French soldier. I used to won- 
der how France could maintain a large

army while she was sO poor and In debt, 
but I see it all now. 8he saves many mill- 
ions of iranos eaeh year by maklner the 
tails Of the ooats of the military shorter as 
times ^et harder and also shortening the 
waists Of the same. It has got so now that 
the two coat-tail buttons and the collar- 
button behind are almost la a row. Added 
to that, the French soldier la getthig smaller 
every year. It I had to fight la a real war 
I would rather be attacked. I think, by a 
Freaeh soldier in the short-tail ooat and 
wide, red-cotton trousers than by any 
other adversary I can think oC They ave 
not the kind of aoldlers who attstalned the 
remark^le eupremacy of the Emperor. 


The French poUoemaa treim a navy-bine 
eoat; that flte hUn in a ramMlng and oetal* 


tory way. He also wears linen trousers 
which should have tatting around the bor- 
ders. but the republic is at present in such 
a chaotic and turbulent'state that it is al- 
most impossible to get the tatting appro- 
priation through. These white 'linen trou- 
sers. costing, we will say. two Irancs f. o. 
b.. that is to say. 40 cents free on board the 
cars, are the sole covering of the Paris po- 
liceman's legs. Hence he always has the 
air of a boy who has been recently chas- 
tised. 
He carries, as I say. a short 
sword or iron stab knife, which adds some 
dignity to his otherwise apologetic appear- 
ance. 


Some will say that I am severe to the 
French police, but, I reply, not so severe as 
he has been on me. What right has an offi- 
cer to arrest me in a language which I do 
not nretend to understand and herald my 
name ail through Europe without paying 
the sligntest 
attention to the 
remarks 
which I made in the purest English of which 
I was master? I say, and I say it in sten- 
torian tones, 
that 
no 
country 
except 
America can hopa 
to be great 
which 
makes up her entire police force of for- 
eigners. 


In Ireland the police are also foreigners, 
but they speak very good English. I was 
not arrested in Ireland. I bought a sprig 
of shamrock, however, anabroug^ht it home 
in a little flower-pot. I sat up nights to 
keep it alive, and watered it with mv tears 
while ill on the ocean. But thaiik heaven 
it pulled through at last and is alive and 
growing on my country seat. 


But it is not Shamrock. 
It is Clover. 
And Miahty poor clover at that! 
If the Irish relief fund is not so large 
this year as usual, the public will under- 
stand why it is thus. 


Our jaunting car-driver was an Irishman. 
He was an extremely entertaining one also.

Very polite and a good singer. 
He had the 
stars and stripes tied to his whip, and so 
he had a good many American dollars at 
the end of the year which he i)Uts into 
pounds, shillings and pence. 
Ho told me 
all about Ireland, so I know more about 
the matter than I ever did before, I be- 
lieve. 


Then I tried to got even by telling him 
about our glorious country. I spoke of the 
marvelous growth and wealth of the re- 
public: also of our cordiality toward for- 
eigners who desired to come here and vote 
our way as soon as possible. 


Then I told him about the great agricul- 
tural resources of our country and the 
mighty cyclone of tlie West, which is able 
to null an artesian well wrong side out like 
the finger of a glove, and leave it sticking 
nine hundred feet up into space like a sore 
thumb. I then spoke briefly but feelingly 
of the far West; the gold and silver and 
canned goods, wild animals and despera- 
does, the high mountains, the wealth of 
timber, the rarity 
of the 
atmosohere, 
which enables ono to easily see across an 
entire State, and which makes the bore of 
an ordinary revolver look like the Hoosac 
Q unnel. AÌ1 these 1 told him about as we 
rode gavly along in our russet-colored 
jaunting-car, with Maud S, doing the pull- 
ing. 


Maud S. is a bay mare of about middle 
age, with a green grass style of emoonpoint. 
as Ave say in France, which prevents her 
attaining a great velocity Avithout training 
down a good deal. 


After I had told the driver all I could 
think of he yawned a little, I thought, and 
said: 
"Yes, I am always interested in 
Ameriky, and shall be all my loif, for Hived 
in Montauy eight years mesilfl" 


I then spoke bf the scenery through 
which we were passing. George' W. Floyd 
bought a small flask of Irish whisky while 
we were on the old sod. I dranK some of it 
on the way over here. I now see why Ire- 
land feels' that she has been grievously 
wronged. That is exactly the way I felt. 


Wo also bought several shillalahs. some- 
times called the original Home. They are 
made of black thorn, with a protuberaT^ee 
on the top. out of the root of the thorn. 
This nob rebounds'from the head with 
great elasticity, so as to give several blows 
with only one propulsion, so to speak. 
This, combined with the popular beverage, 
seems to offer the best facilities in Ireland 
for s^•irited and earnest controversies over 
anything which may present itself. 
But 
seriously, the Emerald Islo seems to bo 
more hopeful of peace and prosoerity than 
for many years past, according to the au- 
thority of the best-read Irishmen, and es- 
pecially of the clergy, among tnem the very 
llev. James Hegarty. who was a fellow pas- 
senger. and who talked very cheerfùlly of 
the Irish situation at present, feeling, as he 
said, that it niust very Isoon, and without 
serious disturbance, adjust itself to the 
satisfaction of everyone, with the exception 
of those, perhaps, whose opinions are not 
valuable. 


Next to the policeman, the railway guard 
of the old country interests me.

been accustomed to the elear^ resonant and 
elocutionary elevated railway guard and 
his brightrcrisp remarks about the stations 
as we oass along.

INTBODUCTOKY. 


In the lesson before us we com© to a 
thanksgiving pause. Piety was the teach- 
ing of last week's scripture, confession oi 
the lesson that is to foliow; very appropri- 
ately here we give ourselves to thoughts of 
gratitude and praise. Teachers and schol- 
ars have not failed to note that most of the 
scripture lessons passed over in this part 
of Second Samuol are duplicated in First 
Chronicles. Tlie similarity and, in some 
part, identity of the narratives, would be 
more readily observed but for the strange 
principles of variant readings "deliberately 
adopted by the translators of 1611." The 
same material was doubtless drawn upon in 
both cases. It is to be borne in mind that 
Second Samuel is the earlier compilation. 
First Chronicles being prepared five hun- 
dred years later by Ezra at the time of the 
rebuilding of the temple. The latter con- 
sequently 
being written for 
a 
special 
purpose, connected with the ceremonial 
history of the nation, omits much of the 
detail of political event recorded in the 
book we are *ow stirdving. 1 Chronicles 13 
the history; 2 Samuel the story.

Think of it. alfthese 
gracious <leeds. tor which wo yet wait,- 
already aeeompluhed in God's mind. Is it;

the beginning imd the end." We have been 
worshiping him as the Omega of ultimata

Forty thousand apparently rational 
men and women throughout the United

They believe that if it

Contrary to all precedents the Second

date named. In 1843 and 1844 William 
Miller fixed the day in each year as Oc- 
tober 10, and when his prediction did 
not oome to pass he explained that the 
difference between Jewish and Roman 
time mislead him both as to the month 
and the year. 


Before his death, which took place in 
1849, he left directions showing how ac- 
curate calculations might be made, and 
on these were based the prophesies of 
the world's end in 1857, 1867, 1873, and 
the present year. 
They all rest on one 
foundation, viz., the fulfilment of previ- 
ous biblical prophecies and the assump- 
tion that this indicated further fulfil- 
ments thereafter. I t is claimed that 
inasmuch as the birth of Christ was 
foretold (Isaiah vii, 14,) and that the 
birth should take place in Bethlehem 
(Micah. T, 2,) jmd the several other pro- 
phecies ooncehiing a Messiah (Isaiah 
liii, 8-9; Psalms xvi, 10,) all came to 
pass precisely at the time and in the 
manner prescribed, that the fourth pro- 
phecy (the second ai^pearance of the 
Messiah) demanded 'belief. I t was not 
until William Miller undertook to set 
the exact perk4 thfit there had been fuiy 
p m i o n s effort in that directioii.

The Pan-American 
conference left 
Washington October 3 for a tour of the 
leading cities in the United States, 
via Pennsylvania railroad, arriving at 
West Point academy in the evening, and 
since then they have visited a number 
of cities, being at South Bend, Ind., 
to-day. 


The special train used on the tour of 
the delegates is one of the very finest 
ever run in this country.

dred days undef fire. WhenCrilmore 
got his "Swamp Angel" planted and 
sent word that he would open fire on the 
city, the citizens of Charleston laughed 
over the message. His guns were five 
miles away, and the idea that he could 
do any harm was too absurd to enter- 
tain.

Gilmore has sent his first shell into 
the city. It strikes a brick building 
oiDposite the postoffice and explodes 
with a crash which turns 5,000 people 
out of bed. Men Avho heard the horri- 
ble screaming of that great shell as it 
came over "the Avaters of the bay will 
never forget the sound. 


In five minutes a second one came, but 
this failed to explode and is now on ex- 
hibition at Major Willis' office on the 
wharf.

Shall the State Regulate Marriage 2 
I cannot myself agree Avith Mill in 
what he adds, that "the laAvs which, in 
many countries on the continent, forbid 
marriage unless the parties can show 
that they have the means of supporting 
a family; do not exceed thé legitimate 
powers of the State." I think they go 
far beyond any desirable interference, 
on tïfe part of the State Avith individual 
freedom of action, and that a people 
which would be the better for such in- 
terference, so far as material advantages 
are concerned, must be so degraded 
that the sooner they pass aAvay or are 
absorbed by Avorthier races, the better 
for the Avorld. I definitely and earnest- 
ly reject his doctrine that, "whether 
such laws be expedient or not, they are 
not objectionable as A^olations of lib- 
erty." It ajppears to me that if laAvs of 
that kind were permissible at all, the 
State might reasonably "forbid mar- 
riage unless the parties c^in show that," 
according to recognized laAvs of heredity 
their oflspring are reasonably likely to 
be strong, able and Avorthy members of 
the body politic. 


But tiie A'ice of Mill's reasoning here, 
as in much of hisAvritings on sitcli mat- 
ters, is the assumption that the State 
can advantageously undertake the du- 
ties which belong esi^ecially to individ- 
uals—tlie persons AVIIO would have to 
supervise such matiers being unlikely, 
on the average, to take greater care in 
tiie matter than those OA-er Avhose con- 
duct they Avould be appointed to Avatch. 
In a nation Avhere the majority "cared 
for none of tliese tilings,"' the State 
could do nothing Avitli adA'antage or 
without mischievous violations of lib- 
erty; Avhere, on the other hand, the 
majority took as just a A'iew on this sub- 
ject as on more familiar moral obliga- 
tions, state interference Avould be un- 
necessary.—ii/cA a rcZ A. Proctor in N.

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MODERN 
MISTAKES 
IN 
GRAMMAR, 


Faults are pardonable in conversation 
which are not pardonable in written 
compositions. 
But we must be careful 
not to take too much leeway in this re- 
gard, and not to make mistakes 
in 
grammar pronunciation. Some people 
are guilty of grammatical 'blunders, 
through sheer carelessness. 
Thus, a 
lady of my acquaintance, who under- 
stands trigonometry, and can translate 
Virgil, often says to me, "you was," and 
yet she knows perfectly well that this is 
an inexcusable mistake. 


Other people who ought to know 
better, says "he don't" for "he doesn't," 
"I don't know as I do," instead of "I 
don't know that I do." 
"Aint" and 
"taint" are not. often used now by 
educated people, unless in a jesting 
way. 
It is an unwise thing, however, 
to 136 careless or inaccurate in one's 
pronunciations or use of language, since 
tricks of speech are easily caught, and 
very hard to get rid of. Chus, when 
one is talking to servants, or other un- 
educated people, one is often tempted 
to adopt their phraseology, in order to 
be readily understood by them, but it 
is better to withstand the temptation, 
even if one should be obliged in con- 
sequence to take more trouble to ex- 
press one's meaning clearly. 


What shall be said of the woman who 
says "I done it" ?' She has certainly 
placed herself between the horns of a 
dielemma. 
Her hearers 
will infer, 
either that her early education was 
neglected, or that she associated with 
uneducated people during her child- 
hood. 
And yet this is a grammatical 
fault, which seems hard to get rid of. 
Persons Avho never say "I seen it," or 
"he has went," or "them things," will 
occasionally betray themselves by let- 
ting slip the fatal "I done it." 


It is quite as incorrect to use "he" 
and "I" for "him" and me," or vice 
versa, as it is to say "I done it," and 
yet the first-named class of faults—that 
of using the wrong pronouns—is some- 
times committed by educated people. 


Indeed, I have heard the phrase "it 
is me" justified, on the ground that it 
was a literal translation of the French 
"cest moi." 
But our English grammar 
does not, like its French 
namesake, 
justify the employment of certain pro- 
nouncial forms, merely for the value of 
euphony. 
"He is older than I" may 
not sound so well as "he is older than 
me," yet the former is the correct form. 
It is a very common mistake to say 
"Between you and I," and yet a mo- 
ment's reflection should convince anyone 
who has ever studied grammar, that he 
should say ' Between you and me."— 
Florence Howe Hall, in Ladies' 
Home 
Journal.

The average Pittsburg woman is the 
possessor of many and deverse accom- 
pilshments. 
She understands music, 
can dance, can sketch, can cook, gener- 
ally can swim, can talk, can ride and 
can drive.

"This is too warm work. Hardy, to last 
long." 
The Redoubtable had for some 
time commenced a heavy fire of mus- 
ketry from her tops, which, like those 
of the enemy's other ships, were filled 
with riflemen. 


At fifteen minutes past 1, a quarter of 
an hour before the Redoubtable struck. 
Lord Nelson and Captain Hardy were 
observed to be walking near the middle 
of the quarter deck. 
The Admiral had 
just commended the manner in which 
one of his ships near him was fought, 
when a musket ball struck him on the 
left shoulder, and entering through the 
epaulette, passed through the spine and 
lodged in the back, towards the right 
side. 
Nelson instantly fell with his 
face on the deck, in the very place that 
was covered with the blood of his sec- 
retary. 
Capt. I Hardy, turning round, 
jsaw the sergeant of marines. Seeker, 
with two seamen, raising him from the 
deck. 
"Hardy," said his lordship, 
"I 
believe they have done it at last; my 
back-bone is shot through." 


Several of the crew immediately bore 
the admiral to the cockpit, and several 
wounded officers and about forty men 
were carried below at the same time. 
He was conveyed with some difficulty 
over the bodies of the wounded and 
dying men, and placed on a pallet in a 
midshipman's birth. 
Dr. Beatty was 
then called, and soon afterwards the 
Rev. Mr. Scott attended; and his lord- 
ship's clothes were taken off, that the 
direction of the ball might be better 
ascertained. 
"You can be of no use to 
me, Beatty," said Lord Nelson; "go 
and attend those whose lives can be 
preserved." 
As the blood flowed in- 
ternally from the wound, the lower 
cavity of the body gradually 
filled; 
Lord Nelson therefore constantly de- 
sired Mr. Burke to raise him, and, 
complaining of an excessive thirst, was 
supplied by the clergymen with lemon- 
ade. 
In this state of suffering, with 
nothing but havoc, death and misery 
around him, the sj)irit of Nelson re- 
mained 
unsubdued. 
His 
mind con- 
tinued intent on the great object that 
was always before him—his duty to his 
country. 
Under the influence of this 
feeling, he anxiously inquired for Capt. 
Hardy, to know whether the annihila- 
tion of the enemy might be depended 
on; but it was more than an hour before 
that officer could, at this momentous 
crisis, leave the deck, and Lord Nelson 
became apprehensive that his brave as- 
sociate was dead. 
The crew of the Vic- 
tory were now heard to cheer, and he 
anxiously demanded the cause, .when 
Lieut. Pasco, who lay wounded near 
him, said that one of the enemy's ships 
had struck. 
A gleam of joy lighted up 
the countenance of the dying hero, and 
as the crew repeated their cheers, and 
marked the progress of the victory, his 
satisfaction visibly increased. 
When 
Capt. Hardy came down from the deck. 
Lord Nelson anxiously said: 
"How 
goes the day with us. Hardy?" 


"Ten ships, my Lord, have struck." 
"But none of ours have, I hope?" 
"There is no fear, my dear Lord, of 
that. 
Five of their van have tacked 
and showed an intention of bearing 
down upon us; but I have called some 
of our fresh ships round the Victory, 
and have no doubt of complete success." 


Some time afterward Lord Nelson 
was again visited by the surgeon. 
"I 
find," said he, "something rising in my 
breast, which tells me I shall soon 
be 
gone. 
God be praised that I have done 
my duty. 
My pain is so severe that I 
devoutly wished to be released." 


When the firing from the Victory had 
in some measure ceased, and the glori- 
ous resiilt of the day was accomplished, 
Capt. Hurdy immediately visited the 
dying chief, and reported that fourteen 
or fifteen of the enemy's vessels had 
struck. 


"God be praised. Hardy," said he. 
"Bring the fleet to an anchor." 


Capt. Hardy was again returning to 
the deck, when the Admiral called him 
back to deliver his last injunctions, and 
desired that his body might be carried 
home to be buried with the remains of 
his father and mother. 
He then took 
Captain Hardy by the hand, and ob- 
serving that he would probably not see 
him again alive, he took a last and af- 
fectionate farewell of his bosom friend. 
His voice then gradually became inar- 
ticulate, with an evident increase of 
pain, which, 
afterj a feeble struggle, 
these last words were distinctly 
heard: 
"I have done my duty, I praise God 
for it." 


Having said this he turned his face to 
Mr. Burke, on whose arm he had been 
supported, and expired without a groan. 


GREATEST 
DEPTH 
OF THE 
OCEAN, 


The greatest known depth of the 
ocean is midway between the island of 
Tristan d'Acunha and the mouth of the 
Rio de la Plata. 
The bottom was 
there reached at a distance of 40,236 
feet, or eight and three-quarters miles, 
exceeding by more than 17,000 feet the 
height of Mount Everest, the loftiest 
mountain in ^he world. 
In the North 
Atlantic Ocean, south of Newfoundland, 
soundings have been made to the depth 
of 4,580 fathoms, 27,480 feet, whUe 
depths exceeding 84,000, or six and one- 
half miles, are reported south of the 
Benniida Islands. 
The average depth 
ofthe Paeiflo Oeean, between Japan 


and California, is a little over 2,000 
fathoms, between Chili and the Sand- 
wich Islands 2,500 
fathoms, and be- 
tween Chiii and New Zealand 1,500 
fathoms. The average depth of all the 
ocean is from 2,000 to 2,500 fathoms.

THE 
ADVANCE 
OF THE 
SEA. 


The recent storms on the Atlantic 
coast call attention to the encroach- 
ments made by old Neptune within re- 
cent years, says a New York correspond- 
ent. Year after year for the past twenty 
summers the outposts and defenses set 
up on this coast against the invading 
surf are carried . by storm. 
Line after 
line is rolled back; whole settlements 
have retreated and rej^ieatedly made a 
stand inland far from the places they 
first occupied, and the retreat still goes 
on. 
Coney Island, Sandy Hook, and 
Staten Island have suffered from this 
invasion of the waves. 
On the south 
beach of the latter region traces of old 
homesteads are found at low water 
mark, and within the memory of se me 
of the old inhabitants meadows flour- 
ished and corn grew where clams are 
now plentiful. But without going into 
hearsay evidence ui>on this point, one 
has only to look at the beach itself. 
There he will find the roots of pine 
trees more than half way out from the 
present line of high water. 


The trees that stood there are well re- 
membered by many 
persons whose 
recollection neea only go back some ten 
or fifteen years. 
And we are told the 
evidence is the same all along a consid- 
erable portion of the Atlantic seaboard. 
Just where this thing is going to stop it 
might be difficult to say. 
Perhaps 
some scientific men will say that in age£ 
past the sea hereabouts came very much 
further inland than it does at present; 
that it receded, and has now taken a 
notion to come back again. 
Well, it 
certainly does look a little that way. 
Every new storm api^ears to bring the 
water further up than the one that came 
before it.

yard; who break op incoming trains, and 
who, 
from tnauy sourcoH, make up others 


to go out again in their stead. 


An everybody (with the possible excep- 


tion of tbe Now-Yorkers, who aro ntnig- 
glinft for ths World's Fair) w«H kuowt, 
Chicago, tbe tonniuat point of more than 
s»*coro of truuk lines, is the grentett 
railroad ceaterou the globe. More train* 
being there received and dispatched than 
elsewhere, it becomes tb* twst i>og«bte 
plnco to study the switchman at his 
task.

Ono light only has a nnivernal 
neaning. Rod Is everywhere the signal 
if danger. Some systems display a green 
light to indicate that the road is o]fw, 
while others use the same color as an 
evidence that extra caution must be exer- 
cised.

Amid tho din and clatter of a switch- 


ing-yard the human voice cannot bo re- 
lied upon, nud tha lantern takes its place. 
With this Bimpla instrument conversation 
is carried on without wards or ears, nild 
with singular freedom from 'the crroiu of 
artloiilalo uncock. Swinging the lantern 
above tho bond is termed the "high bull* 
signal, and signifies to go ahead, and thnt 
in a hurry. To stop the train the reverse 
signal is given, the lantern is swung across 
tbo track in tho lower half of the circle. 
When tho engineer sees the light bold in 
n high nnd stationary position ho un 
stands that ho is backing up against a 
train and must UBO caution and go slow, 
A slight movement of tbo Ian torn up and 
down means "come nhond easy." This in 
resorted to when n car-length separates 
the car to bo coupled. All trades bavo 
their peculiarities, and in tho parlance of 
tha switchman, "a car leuRth" means a 
space of about one hundred feet, or more 
than three timea the actual length of a 
car.

Faults arc pardonable in conversatioii 


which are nut pardonable in written 
compositions. 
But -we innst be careful 


not to take too much leeway in this re- 
gard, and not to mako mistakes in 
grammar pronunciation. Some people 
are gnilty of grammatical 'blunders, 
through sheer' carelessness. 
Thus, a 


lady of my acquaintance, who under- 
stands trigonometry, anil cau translate 
Virgil, often eays to me, "you was," and 
yet she knows perfectly well that this is 
an inexcusable mistake. 


Other people who onght to know 


better, says "he don't* for "he doesn't," 
"I don't know as I do,*1 instead of "I 
don't know that I do." "Aint" and 
"taint" are not. often used now. by 
educated people, unless in a jesting 
way. It is an unwise tiling, however, 
to be careless or inaccurate in one's 
pronunciations or use of language, since 
tricks of speech are easily caught, and 
very Lard to get rid of. 4Fhus, when 
one is talking to servants, or other un- 
educated people, one is often tempted 
to adopt their phraseology, .in order to 
be readily Understood by them, bnt it 
is bettor to withstand the temptation, 
even if one should be obliged, in con- 
sequence to take more trouble to ex- 
press one's meaning clearly. 


What shall be said of tho woman who 


says "I done it" ?' She has certainly 
placed herself between the horns of a 
dielemma. 
Her hearers will infer, 


either that her early education was 
neglected, or that ebe associated with 
uneducated people during her child- 
hood. And yet this is a grammatical 
fault, which seems hard to get rid of. 
Persons who never say "I scon it," or 
"he has went," or "them things," will 
occasionally betray themselves by let- 
ting slip the fatal "I done it." 


It is quite as incorrect to use "he" 


and "I" for "him" and me," or rice 
versa, as it is to nay "I done it," and 
yet the first-named class of faults— that 
of using the wrong pronouns— is some- 
times committed by educated people, 


Indeed, I have heard the phrase "it 


to me" justified, on tho ground that it 
was a literal translation of the French 
"(,->«( mot." Bnt oar English grammar 
does not, like iU French namesake, 
justify the employment of certain pro- 
nouncial forms, merely for tho value of 
euphony. "He is older than 1" may 
not sound so well as "he is older' than 
»«," yet the former it tho correct form. 
It is a very common mistake to nay 
"Between you and I," and yet a mo- 
ment's reflection should convince anyone 
who has ever atudfod grammar, that he 
should say ' Between you and mo."—

In a few minutes 
n shot struck tho quarter duck, and, 
passing between Lord Xelson utiil Cti;it. 
Horily, tore off KOIIIO Hplintcrs, whicli 
bruised the captain's foot. They looked 


danger could affect, smiled and said: 
"This is too warm work, llanly, to last 
long." The Itcdoubtable hail for some 
time commenced a heavy lire of mus-

At fifteen minutes past 1, a quarter of

Several of the crew immediately bore 


tho admiral to the cockpit, and several 
wounded officers and about forty men, 
were carried below at the saino time. 
He was conveyed with some' difficulty 
over the bodies of the wounded and 
dying men, and placed on a pallet in a 
midshipman's birth. Dr. Beatty was 
then called, and soon afterwards the 
Itev. Mr. Scott attended; and his lord- 
ship's clothes were taken off, that the 
direction of tho ball might bo better 
ascertained. "Yon can be of no use to 
mo, Beatty," said Lord Nelson; "go 
and attend those whose lives can be 
preserved." As the blood flowed in- 
ternally from the wound, tho lower 
cavity of the body gradually filled; 
Lord Nelson therefore constantly de- 
sired Mr. Burlce to raise him, and, 
complaining of an excessive thirst, was 
supplied by the clergymen with lemon- 
ade. In this state of Buffering, with 
nothing but havoc, death and misery 
around htm, the spirit of Nelson re- 
mained unsubdued. His mind con- 
tinued intent on the great object that 
was always before him — his duty to 1m 
country. Under tho influence of this 
fooling, he anxiously inquired for Cant. 
Hardy, to know whether the annihila- 
tion of tho enemy might be decoded 
on ; bnt it was more than an hour before 
that officer could, at this momentous 
crisis, leave the deck, and Lord Nelson 
became apprehensive that his bravo as- 
sociate was dead. Tho crew of tho Vic- 
tory were now heard to cheer, and ho 
anxiously demanded the cause, wrhen 
Lieut. Fasco, who lay wounded near 
him, mid that ono of the enemy's «hi]m 
had struck. A gleam of joy lighted up 
tho countenance of the dying hero, and 
as the crew repeated their cheers, and 
marked the progress of the victory, Ins 
satisfaction visibly increased.

Cftpt, Hardy came down from the deck, 
Lord Nelson anxiously said: "How 
goes the day with UK, Hardy?" 


"Ten ships, my Lord, have struck."

that. Fivo of their van have tacked 
and showed on intention of bearing 
down upon us; bnt, I have called some 
of onr fresh ships round the Victory, 
and havo no doubt of complete success." 


Some time afterward Lord Nelson 


was again visited by . the surgeon. 
"I 


find," said ho, "something rising in my 
breast, which tells mo I shall soon ho 
gone. God be praised that I have done 
my duty. My pain is so severe that I 
devoutly wished to be released." 


When the firing from tho Victory had 


in some measure ceased, and tho glori- 
ous result of the day was accomplished, 
Cftpt, Hurdy immediately visited the 
dying chief, and reported that fourteen 
or fifteen of the enemy's vessels had 
struck.
